The Ciuiadlan nppronch to manpower ulll- 
Izatlon /las been much piorc realistic thnn 
that of^the ■United States, as well as more aR- 
BrcaslVe. Therefore 11 sccma a pity that- the 
Dominion's manpower control organization, 
known there 03 sclecllve service, cliould have 
exploded with a loud bnnR. ' 

The more one studies the situation that 
resulted In the rcslRnatlon ol Director Elliott 
M. Little with a vlBorous blast against Laboi 
Minister Humphrey Mitchell, the more It bC' 
comes flpparcnl that Cnnada's troubles come 
from hesitation rather than Irom audacity. 

The controversy did not arise because the 
Canadian pubftc and labor objected to regl 
mentation. It resulted because,' havlnR put 
onto paper a relatively hard-boiled pronram, 
the war cabinet tried to be too gentle In 
policy. 

The Canadian setup Rave to selective ncrv- 
ice complete control over the Dominion's 
manpower. The only reservation oI Import- 
ance was— and Is. on paper— that the director 
cailinot forthriRhtly tell Joseph Jonci. Ltd.. 
to clo.-,e down his non-essential plant because 
his men are needed lor war production; and 
cannot tell John Smith, skilled workman, that 
he Is needed In an airplane factory and there- 
fore must Rive up his Job making bobby pln.i. 

Even these rc-icrvntlons are larRely In 
forthrlBhtness, By Indirection, theoretically. 
Mr. Little could do a pretty thorouRh Job of 
.•ihuffUnB manpower around to help win the 
war. 

The- -.trouble was that his authority camo 
Irom ah ordcr-ln-councll, which Ia Just o; 
Rood as the war cabinet at any given moment 
careS and dares to make It. 

An order In council Is the Ottawa rqulva-, 
lent or an cxecuth-c order In Washington. 

Canada's principal manpower crron, which 
brouRht on a flarcup which has ecit thi 
Dominion a highly (•Iflelpnt adnilnl.strator, 
can be summarized for Wa.iliinEton',i pcm- 
fit a."; two: 

First, in practice Canada did not go far 
enough because she had the same necdlcw 
fear as some Americans that labor would not 
go alon^. 

' Second, she did not enact her fiy.stcm Into 
law, so that the director's power would be 
explicit and Incontrovertible, but tried ti 
■ act by adminlslratlvc flat subject to ,tlie 
whims of human wcakncs.';. 

The second error was responsible for the 
first. If the text of the orc)er-ln-councll had 
btrcn law. the cabinet's fears would not have 
arc.\;entcd Mr. Little from dolnR the Job he 
hatlEbeen given. . 



tllE WOMEN'S RliSI'ONSlHILITIES 
Spt^aking before a large gathering" of . local 
women Wednesday, Mrs. Eleanor Wilson Mc- 
Adoo, regional ad.vlser on women's activities 
for the war savings board, made a strond 
point of the responsibilities American women 
must shoulder In winning the war. 

Inasmuch tts the Ani^Hcan women are re^ 
sponsible for BO per cefit of aHjnprmal cxpen^ 
dlturcs'ln the United States every year, she 
reminded her listeners that the extent of 
war bond purchases Is larRciy controlled by 
the women. Unle.'!s they recognize the nc 
cesslty for buying war bonds with which 
to finance a succcwful war. unless they con^ 
sclcntiously use their Infhiente to Invest to 
the full extent of their ability In the future 
security of their country, .serious con,w{iuen- 
ces may result. 

She has a logical answer to the question: 
"Does It mean that we will lose the war If 
the American people fall to do their part in 
buying bonds?" No, because the Rovernment 
has the power to get thti necessary money by 
other methods. But such drastic, compul- 
sory measures would not bo the American 
way, and they would leave us a much weaker 
nation etonomlcally, with much of our initia- 
tive destroyed. By investing voluntarily In 
the security of our country, we not only 
maintain' the principles of our democracy 
but build MP a_^cklog of solidarity upon 
which we can stand In working out a peace 
that win survive. ' 

Coupled with this Is another great respon- 
sibility which the American women must 
recognize. With millions of men In the 
armed forces and hundreds of thousands of 
others away from their lcg;il places of resi- 
dence, working on war production. It remains 
for the women to give more serious thought 
and effort toward keeping our government 
In order and In helping to bring about the 
peace for whjeh our men are fighting. . 

Mrs. McAdoo's suggestions served as sound 
advice which every woman should take to 
heart. 

"dur country needs every one of us," she, 
said, "and It needs every one of us all the 
time."
